The treasurer explains that the rea-

son for the increased rate is that U
every county the 1914 assessed valua-

tions were considerably lower than
they were In 1913. The rate for this
year must be figured on the basis of
valuations last year.; On Oahu, for
instance, the valuations in 1913 were
IS5.664.187. From that amount of
property the taxes of last year were
raised. But the valuations made last
year were reduced from the previous
year's figure to $84,235,274, thus leav-

ing for taxation rate purposes appar-
ently about $1,428,000 less property
on which t olevy for territorial and
county income. To raise the-aam- e

amount of money, therefore, the rats
had to be made higher. The same is
true of each of the other counties.
